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To  the  Fylde  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you  my  final  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  it  is 
purely  of  an  interim  character  due  to  the  necessity  of  con- 
serving supplies  of  paper. 

There  are  no  statistics  as  usually  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General.  Any  figures  given  must  therefore  be 
understood  to  be  locally  compiled  and  not  corrected  for 
inward  transfers. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 
AREA. 

Area. — The  area  of  the  Fylde  Rural  District  is  at 
present  33,159  statute  acres. 

Population. — The  population  as  per  the  census,  1931, 
was  15,750,  and  the  estimated  population  (middle  1938), 
9,441. 

Social  Conditions. — The  district  is  chiefly  an 
agricultural  one,  but  there  is  a cotton  mill  situate  in 
Freckleton. 

Dyspeptic  and  rheumatic  ailments,  due  to  work  in  the 
mills,  appear  to  be  the  most  common  troubles  associated 
with  occupation, 
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Births. — According  to  available  figures,  there  were 
93  births  during  the  year  belonging  to  your  area,  divided  as 
37  males  and  56  females.

There  have  been  no  new  decisions  as  to  the  admission 
of  cases  of  diseases  such  as  measles  or  pertussis. 

The  Preston,  Fylde  and  Garstang  Hospital,  at  Elswick, 
near  Kirkham,  is  for  Small-Pox.  The  number  of  beds  is 
not  limited  to  any  one  district. 
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The  Fylde  Public  Assistance  Institution,  in  Wesham 
has  an  Infirmary,  and  receives  necessitous  cases,  and  those 
of  maternity,  as  required.  Mental  cases  are  also  received 
or  preliminary  detention.  The  accommodation  is  very  good, 
and  the  Institution  is  used  by  the  Fylde  Rural  District 
and  neighbouring  towns. 

The  total  number  of  inmates  in  the  Institution  on  3 1st 
December,  1939,  was  247  (I2I  males  and  II7  females,  and  9 
children. 

The  Local  Authority  does  not  contribute  to  any 
Voluntary  Hospital. 

The  Sanatorium  for  Tuberculous  Cases  is  situate  at 
Elswick,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Poor-Law  Institutions. — As  mentioned  above,  use 
is  made  of  the  Fylde  Union  Institution  at  Derby  Road, 
Wesham. 

The  Cottage  Homes,  in  Moor  Street,  Kirkham,  for 
destitute  children  from  the  Fylde  District,  consist  of  modern 
semi-detached  houses,  each  of  which  is  under  the  care  of  a 
foster-mother,  supervised  by  a Superintendent  and  Matron. 
The  total  number  of  children  on  31st  December,  1939,  was  80. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — The  Ambulance  facilities  for 
the  district  are  very  good. 

(a)  For  Infectious  cases  : The  Moss  Side  Isolation 
Hospital  has  a Motor  Ambulance  for  conveyance  of  patients 
to  the  Hospital.  The  Elswick  Sanatorium  has  also  a Motor 
Ambulance  for  tuberculous  patients. 

(h)  For  Non-Inf ectious  and  Accident  Cases  : A Motor 
Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  necessitous  non-infectious 
and  accident  cases  is  hired  by  the  Council  when  required. 
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There  are  privately  owned  ambulance  services  inWesham 
Blackpool  and  Preston  which  provide  comfortable  transport 
for  those  who  can  afford  to  pay  the  cost. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — A Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  is  provided  by  the  County  Council,  and 
is  situate  in  Station  Road,  Kirkham.  The  Centre  is  open  for 
consultation  and  treatment  on  Thursday  of  each  week,  from 
2 p.m.  till  5 p.m. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. — Use  is  made  of  the 
Dispensary  at  Elswick  Sanatorium.  This  is  under  the  care  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  that  Institution. 

School  Clinic. — The  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children  is  carried  out  in  all  Schools  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  acting  under  the  County  Council. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. — Treatment  is  given  at 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  under  a scheme  of  the  County 
Council. 

Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis). — 5 deaths  took 
place  from  this  cause,  2 males  and  3 females. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. — Bronchitis  accounted 
for  1 death  and  Pneumonia  for  3. 

Infantile  Mortality. — According  to  local  ligurcs 
there  were  3 infantile  deaths  as  follows  : —

Of  the  two  males,  one  was  aged  2 months,  the  cause  of  death 
being  broncho-pneumonia,  while  the  other  was  only  I day  old, 
being  a case  of  icterus  neonatorum.  The  female  death  was 
also  one  day  old  in  this  case,  the  cause  being  prematurity. 
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Comments. — There  has  again  been  no  unusual  or 
excessive  mortality  during  the  year.  Regarding  causes  of 
sickness  or  invalidity,  there  has  been  nothing  noteworthy. 

The  district  is  largely  agricultural  and  is  on  the  whole 
a healthy  district.  With  the  exception  of  mill  work,  there 
are  no  occupations  which  one  could  term  prejudicial  to  health. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  unemployment  has  exercised  any 
significant  influence  on  the  health  or  physique  of  children 
or  adults.  In  millworkers,  absence  from  work  in  some 
appears  to  improve  their  health,  but  in  others  prolonged 
unemployment  appears  to  induce  neurotic  ailments. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 
THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  and  Other  Institutions  available  for  the 

District. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — There  are  3 Hospitals  in 
the  district,  and  one  Sanatorium,  viz..  The  Fylde  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital,  at  Moss  Side,  near  Lytham,  which  is 
used  for  Infectious  Diseases.  This  Hospital  is  used  by  the 
following  districts  : — Fleetwood,  Poulton,  Thornton,  Fylde 
Rural,  Kirkham,  Lytham  St.  Annes,  and  occasionally  by 
outlying  districts. 

Extension  of  this  hospital  in  the  nature  of  a cubicle 
block  of  20  beds  has  been  under  construction  for  some  time 
and  is  now  in  use. 

Patients  are  not  required  to  contribute  towards  cost 
of  treatment.  The  cost  of  hospital  treatment  for  infectious 
diseases  to  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending  March  31  st, 
1938  was  £703  I Is.  9d.,  and  for  the  year  ending  March  3 1st, 
1939,  £257  4s.  lOd. 
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No  action  has  been  taken  or  has  been  found  necessary 
to  ensure  that  the  available  hospital  accon^modation  is 
utilised  to  the  best  advantage. 

Serum  treatment  has  been  tried  as  a routine  in  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  to  try  to  shorten  the  stay  of  uncomplicated 
cases,  but  no  appreciable  shortening  of  the  period  of  stay  in 
hospital  could  be  noticed.  No  action  has  been  taken  to 
replace  hospital  treatment  by  nursing  and  treatment  at  home, 
this  being  left  in  the  hands  of  the  doctor  in  attendance.  The 
great  majority  of  cases  are  sent  into  hospital,  and  no  new 
methods  have  been  adopted  for  the  selection  of  individual 
cases  for  hospital  treatment. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

There  have  been  no  arrangements  made  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  nursing  in  the  home,  but  three  separate  District 
Nursing  Associations  operate  in  the  district.  Each  employs 
one  nurse,  and  are  self-supporting,  no  financial  obligations 
falling  on  the  district. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  examination  of  specimens  for  the  detection  of  the 
Diphtheria  organism  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary  Laboratory. 

Specimens  of  sputum  are  sent  to  Elswick  Sanatorium 
for  the  detection  of  the  Tubercle  bacillus. 

During  the  year  1939,  39  specimens  of  sputum  were 
sent  to  Elswick  Sanatorium  for  examination,  of  which  3 were 
positive. 

THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  LOCAL  ACTS  OR 
GENERAL  ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

There  have  been  no  new  local  acts  or  adoption  of  any 
acts  during  the  year. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Apart  from  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  2 of  Diphtheria 
the  district  was  practically  free  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

With  regard  to  action  taken  in  connection  with  (a) 
Contacts,  (b)  Return  Cases,  and  (c)  Carriers,  quarantine  is 
practised  in  the  case  of  (a).  Treatment  in  (b)  and  (c). 

The  Schick  test  has  been  employed  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  No  use  has  yet  been  made  of  the  Dick  test. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  is 
carried  out  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  only. 

A supply  of  anti-toxin  is  kept  within  the  district  at 
the  surgery  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  is  supplied  to 
medical  practitioners  when  required.

SCHOOLS. 


The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  under  the 
Education  Act  is  carried  out  in  all  schools  in  the  district  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  acting  under  the  County  Council. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Schools  are  good,  on 
the  whole,  and  they  are  always  disinfected  after  closure  for 
infectious  diseases.  All  the  Schools,  with  the  exception  of 
Treales,  are  supplied  with  Fylde  water.  The  latter  school 
obtains  its  water  from  a pump.

All  the  cases  which  died  had  already  been  notified 
under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations. 

Notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Fylde  Rural  District 
is,  usually,  fairly  good,  and  no  action  has  been  necessary 
with  regard  to  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of,  or 
mortality  from,  Tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation 
in  the  district. 
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The  district  is  under  the  care  of  the  ^^ledical  Officer 
of  the  Elswick  Sanatorium.  Every  week,  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  (if  any)  are  sent  to  the  County  Council.  The 
Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  each  patient  with  the  Medical 
Attendant,  and,  where  necessar}^  domiciliary  or  sanatorium 
treatment  is  given.  On  the  occasion  of  death,  or  removal 
to  a sanatorium,  the  dwellings  are  disinfected. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre- 
vention of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating  to 
Tuberculous  employees  in  the  Milk  Trade,  and  no  action  was 
necessary  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

Further  Notes  on  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea  and  Chicken-pox  are  not  com- 
pulsorily notifiable  in  the  Fylde  Rural  District.  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  are  now  notifiable. 

No  special  inquiries  were  undertaken  in  connection 
with  influenza  epidemics,  and  no  other  diseases  were  in 
evidence  which  required  special  attention. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Lethargic  Encephalitis. 

No  “return”  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  discovered, 
and  no  relation  between  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Puerperal 
Fever  have  been  noted. 

There  has  been  no  experience  regarding  Malaria  and 
Dysentery,  as  no  cases  of  these  diseases  have  been  noted,  and 
there  is  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  cases  of  Pneumonia. 

There  was  no  occasion  during  the  year  for  any  report 
to  be  made  under  Section  14  (5)  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  my  former 
colleagues  in  my  capacity  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  your 
district,  which  position  I have  now  relinquished.
